Jf Alberta doesn't share more of 
the cost for major infrastructure 
same future projects may not 
.get built. Edmonton Mayor Don 
Jveson said Wednesday, 

Jveson's comments come on 
the heels of Aberta infrastruc¬ 
ture M mister Brian Mason’s as¬ 
sertion that the province has 
contributed more than others 
across the country — and likely 
couldn't increase its contribution 
in the future. 

They also came during a meet¬ 
ing of infrastructure ministers 
from across the country in td- 
nionton. The leaders were here 
to discuss Ottawa's future infra¬ 


structure program, expected to 
deliver billions to communities 
over the next decade, as tire first 
phase of infrastructure spending 
has already began to roll out. 

last week, Ottawa announced 
approximately $350 million 
worth of Alberta projects as part 
of that first phase. 

The Federal government is 
funding 50 percent of those pro¬ 
jects, with the province and the 
city each picking up 25 per cent. 

Iveson had hoped the prov¬ 
ince would fund a bigger share 
and is worried their contribution 
won't grow in the next phase. 

He added that the next phase 
of the infrastructure program 
could fund LKi expansion to 
Hlatchford and the west end. 
But, he said, if the city is paying 
for 25 per cent it would mean 
some hand choices. 

Mason and federal infrastruc¬ 
ture minister. Amarjeet Sohi. 
both said discussion on how 
much provinces will have to 
contribute is still to come and 
nothing has been decided yet.

On Wednesday, Alberta Liberal 
Leader L)r. David Swann urged 
the N DP gave mm e n t to enact a 
public health state of emergency 
to better address the province's 
current opioid crisis. 

Swann said the government's 
current approach isn't improving 
death rates, as this year's current 
fentanykehted death toll is 153, 
which represents dates from 
January 1 to J une 30. That num¬ 
ber is slightly more than 2015's 
Januaiy-to-June death toll of 139. 

“What we're doing in Alberta, 
isn’t working." Swann told repor¬ 
ters. “We're doing too little, loo 
late. We don't have a real-time 
number of deaths." 

In April, Metro reported the 
government declined to declare a 
state of emergency after it sought 
legal advice last fall that sug¬ 
gested it lias ail the power neces¬ 
sary to address the crisis. 

B.C. became the first province 
in April to declare a state ofemer- 
gency over its own opioid crisis. 

In an interview Wednesday, 
associate health minister Brandy 
Payne reiterated the govern¬ 
ment’s belief a public health 
state of emergency over addic¬ 
tions and mental health isn 1 1 war¬ 
ranted. She said measures for a 
state of emergency under Alberta 
legislation contain ''extraordin- 
ary powers" that would be more 
effective under a “highly com¬ 
municable" disease outbreak.

The Grand Villa Casino opened Wednesday in Edmonton's Ice Dis&ict. kevin ruo«G/iFon metro 


The owners of Edmonton's new 
“Las Vegas-styie" casino are 
confident it will draw a crowd 
that's younger than your aver¬ 
age gambling joint, 

Gateway Casinos and Enter¬ 
tainment president and CEO 
Tony Santo said that’s because 
the new facility has seven eat¬ 
ing spots, will host live bands 
and DJs. and is in proximity 
to major concerts and hockey 
games. 

“We almost know it will 
(draw younger crowds) be¬ 
cause of Match Eatery and 
Ihiblic House, which is a gas- 
tropub, and just the different 
style that we have here and 
the entertainment options that 
we have at this casino would 
appeal more to a younger gen¬ 
eration." Santo said. 

Gateway opened the SlZ-miL- 
lion Grand Villa Casino, located 
next to Rogers Place arena, on 
Wednesday — making it the 
ftrst facility up and running 


in the Ice District. 

Above the flashing lights of 
the bar and slot machines is 
the upscale Atlas Steak and Pish 
restaurant, and private dining 
rooms for high rollers. The ca- 
sino also has a burger shack, a 


pizzeria and a Starbucks. 

Indeed, only about half of 
its 60.000 square feet of space 
is used for gambling. 

Santo said there is lots to 
draw on a younger demograph¬ 
ic that is not immersed in the 
world of casino gambling or at¬ 
tracted to the former Baccarat 
Casino downtown. 

“It’s more about an enter¬ 
tainment experience," he said. 


“Whether you gamble or 
not, that’s OK with us." 

Santo expects Oilers fans to 
come for dinner before hockey 
games, return for live music 
afterward, and hang out during 
the games to catch the vibe if 
they can’t get tickets. 

The Grand Villa replaces 
t he Baccarat Casino next door, 
which shut down on Aug. 30 
and will soon be demolished.

The neighbours of the new Rog¬ 
ers Plate arena are expressing 
cautious optimism days before 
it opens and begins to bring 
1S.0QO people per night to their 
area on a regular basis. 

John Williams, co-owner of 
Blue Plate Diner, on 104 Street 
jjust two blocks from the new 
arena, said be knows the open¬ 
ing will create some growing 
pains, 

‘"It’s definitely going to 
change the daily life of down¬ 
town," he said. 

Williams said he foresees 
some issues with litter and 
noise, but generally, feels the 
building will be a positive. 

"You take the bad with the 
good and. hopefully, the good 


will be more than the bad, M 
he said. 

Shauna Warwick, who lives 
nearby and sits on the 104th 
Street steering committee, said 
the centra! location means 
people can spread out across 


downtown when events let ouL 
“You’re not going to have 
the whole flood of people go¬ 
ing to the LR1 station the way 
you might at Rexall,” she said. 

She also said there may be 
some short-term pain as the 


construction continues, but is 
optimistic. 

“1 am confident they have a 
good plan to deal with it It's 
just the short term,” she said.

they’re excited for opening day

Part of the arena deal is a 
community benefits committee 
that is meant to address some 
of these issues. Darrington said 
they 'believe that will help solve 
problems. 

“As we get closer and closer 
to opening, l think what’s really 
critic al is we have built tremen¬ 
dous relationships." 

Williams said how many cus¬ 
tomers come to the Blue Plate 
before the game will likely de¬ 
pend on the type of event, but 
even a small share of the IS,COO 
people would be huge for him. 

“If a small fraction of the 
people going there come that 
will fill my restaurant," he said.

City joins United Nations program

Edmonton is joining a United 
Nations effort aimed at making 
cities safe for women, 

Mayor Don iveson and prov¬ 
incial Status of Women Minister 
Stephanie McLean announced 
Edmonton is signing on to the 
United Nations Women Safe Cit¬ 
ies Initiative at a press conference 
on Wednesday. 


"What I want is for my daugh¬ 
ter to be able to grow up in safety 
in our city, having benefited 
from the positive change that 
will come to our city as a result 
of this work.” Iveson said. 

Winnipeg is the only other 
Canadian city to have signed up 
for the program.. 

iveson said the city would 
look to what other cities in the 
program have done. He said 
one change the city has already 
brought in is to the signage 


around the emergency buttons 
on transit which no longer want 
about a penalty for misuse. 

““It now just says calls for help 
and people are encouraged to call 
for help.” he said. 

Ihe provincial government is 
helping to cover start-up costs and 
part of the salary for a dedicated 
employee on the project. McLean 
said Edmonton is Leading the way 
for other Alberta communities. 

“We know that Edmonton has 
some of the highest reported in¬ 


cidents of sexual violence in the 
country, so l think it is quite ap¬ 
propriate city council chose to 
address this head on, 1 ' she said. 

Amber N iemeier, director of 
communications and advocacy 
with the YWCA in Edmonton, 
said the program can put the 
issue front and centre. 

“For us. it's an excellent op¬ 
portunity to elevate the conver¬ 
sation to the public about what 
is and what is absolutely not ac¬ 
ceptable," 4 she said.

Mentor of 
judge testifies 


JUSTICE 

Robin Camp 
facing hearing 
for sex-assault 
trial comments 

A Manitoba justice says she was 
initially appalled by the com¬ 
ments a judge made to a sex- 
assuult complainant but agreed 
to mentor him. 

Deborah McCawley was the 
only witness Wednesday before a 
Canadian judicial Council hearing 
prompted by complaints, about 
Justice Robin Camp, who asked a 
woman in a 2014 sex-assault trial 
why she didn't keep her knees 
together. A council committee is 
to determine whether he should 
keep his job. 

“I was taken aback to say the 
legist. 1 was quite appalled at some 
of the words, some of the lan- 
gLiage used," McCawley retailed 
thinking w r ben first approached 
about mentoring Camp. 

“1 wondered if ] was wasting 
his time turd his money. He was 
63. a white South African male." 

but she realized she was pre¬ 
judging Camp. 

"i myself was guilty of the kind 
of thinking 1 Ve spent my whole 
career railing against ” she said. 

McCawley said she went with 
her instinct that he was '"very 
sincere and committed —and I 
never doubted that again." 

Camp's comments while he 
was a provincial court judge in 
Calgary in 2014 led the Alberta 
Appeal Court to order a new trial 


for the man he acquitted. 

Court transcripts show Gimp, 
who is now 64. questioned the 
complainant's morals, suggested 
her attempts to fight off the man 
were feeble and described her as 
“the accused" throughout the 
trial. 

He asked her: “Why couldn't 
you just keep your knees togeth- 
erT' and said "pain and sex some¬ 
times go together" 

On luesday, the woman testi¬ 
fied she hated herself and had 
contemplated suicide as a result 
of her experience. 

After moving to Calgary in 
1993, his practice focused mainly 
on contractual bankruptcy and 
trust law, as well as on oil and 
gas litigation. 

He was named an Alberta prov¬ 
incial court judge in 2012, but did 
not receive training or judicial 
education on sexual assault law or 
how to conduct sex-assault trials. 

""What we learned in law r 
school didn't equip us to do a lot 
of things," said McCawley. who 
noted such trials are not easy, 
even for an experienced judge. 

McCawley said Gimp received 
counselling, did a lot of read¬ 
ing and research and attended 
a three-day judicial conference 
which included courses entitled 
3ex Assault 101 and How to Con¬ 
duct a Sex Assault Trial, 

The committee is make rec¬ 
ommendations to the full judi¬ 
cial council. If it derides Lamp 
should be removed from the 
bench, the final recommenda¬ 
tion will be sent to the federal 
justice minister.

Researchers from the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta have found that 
sleep deprivation for students 
is a growing problem. 

Thirty per cent of students sur¬ 
veyed regularly get less than sis 
and a half hours of sleep, which 
tan have serious health effects, 
says occupational therapy pro¬ 
fessor Cary Brown. 

,L In a lot of studies, sis and 
a half hours seems to be a real 
oil point for increasing risk of 
things like diabetes and obesity 
and cardiac disease." she said. 
Not all of the health risks of 
sleep deprivation tire 15 years 
down the road, either, in the 
short term, failing to get enough 
sleep can also cause weight gain, 
decreased libido and lower 
grades for students. Brown said. 
When Bnosvn first advertised 


for subjects to answer questions 
about their sleep habits, she 
said she expected a few hun¬ 
dred people to answer. Instead, 
what she got was a “tsunami" 


of responses, allowing her to 
eventually survey close to 1.300 
students. 

It was a subject they were 
keen to talk about, she said. Ac¬ 


cording to the survey many were 
already taking steps, such as 
listening to music or reading, 
to try to improve the shut-eye 
they got.

The issue. Brown said, is that 
students aren't always using 
these strategies in the best way. 
Reading is less soothing if you're 
doing it on a phone and dous¬ 
ing yourself with blue spectrum 
light. Likewise, if you're using 
music to wind down, it matters 
if it's 'laylor Swift or Mozart. 

Brown said it seems to be a 
problem on the rise, and tech¬ 
nology is a big reason why. She 
adds it may also have something 
to do with economic pressure: 
Students focused on getting a 
job may feel the need to study 
late into the night. 

“But the research is over¬ 
whelming: Jf you don't get a 
good night's sleep, you don't 
learn things as well," Brown said. 
“Before an exam you’re better 
off going to bed than pulling an 
all-nighter.'’ 


DEBT 

Albertans 
refuse to 
cut back

Albertans are struggling to live 
within their means in a weak¬ 
ened economy. 

A third of Albertans say their 
debt has increased this year, 
while 42 per cent say they're 
still spending alt or more than 
their net pay and 10 per cent 
don't think they will ever be debt 
free, according to the Canadian 
Payroll Association's annual re¬ 
search survey. 

Freida Richer, an insolvency 
trustee with Chant Thornton 
LLP. said this is reflective of the 
economic downturn. 

“Pre-recession, although Al¬ 
bertans still had the highest debt 
levels, they were still able to ser- 
vice the debt." she said. "But 
with job loss, HI running out. 
severance packages running out, 
then all of a sudden there's no 
cash available.” 

Albertans seem unwilling to 
simplify 1 their lifestyle; 62 per 
cent think they will need at least 
S'l million for retirement, which 
is the highest of all provinces.

Paramedics 'blindsided 7 by fees increase

More than LOCK) paramedics 
from across the province have 
signed a petition calling for a 
meeting with their regulatory 
college after they say they were 
"blindsided* by an increase in 
fees. 

According to Edmonton para¬ 
medic Cameron Heenan the 
problem started when the Al¬ 


berta College of Paramedics 
changed its fees for mandatory 
exams and registration renew¬ 
als by more than 20 per cent 
this year. 

Heenan says the increase 
came after members were told 
just last year that the organiza¬ 
tion's finances were fine. 

“Now. in 2016, they're saying 
they need money and they can't 
keep the lights on anymore," 
he said. "We feel blindsided." 

Becky Don el on, the Col¬ 
lege’s deputy registrar, said 


fees haven't gone up in five 
years. But Donelon added the 
recent economic slump has in¬ 
creased the cost of doing busi¬ 
ness, something she said has 
been well documented in the 
body's annual report and coun¬ 
cil meeting minutes. 

Officials from the College 
have met with the organizers 
of the petition several times 
to address the issues raised, 
Donelon said. 

“We're working and collabor¬ 
ating well with this group to try 


and understand (their concerns) 
and meet their needs in terms 
of providing information." 

But for organizers of the 
petition, it's not enough. The 
College's bylaws allow mem¬ 
bers to ask for a special meet¬ 
ing if they get 10 per cent of 
practitioners to sign on — in 
this case that’s just about 1,000 
names, and Heenan said they're 
almost there. 

An earlier digital petition was 
rejected, so now they're gather¬ 
ing physical signatures, he said.

'The opening of a new ‘old 
school' cocktail bar on west 
Jasper Avenue signals more 
good news for fans of an art¬ 
fully crafted beverage. 

The trio behind Ear Clem¬ 
entine — The Volstead Act's 
Andrew Borley, Evan Watson 
and Jordan Clemens — are 
self-professed ‘alcohol geeks’ 


who are fine-tuning their 15- 
seat, Huropean-style space on 
the ground floor of the Pearl 
condo, as they wait for permits 
and the like. 

"We see cocktails as an art, 
a nd I think Edmonton is ready 
for a place like this — some¬ 
where to learn something 
about and sip a special drink," 
said Watson. 

"But we want people to be 
able to sit back and enjoy, have 
a snack and socialize. We take 
it very seriously so the cus¬ 
tomer doesn’t have to." 

Classic cocktails are on the 
menu — Manhattan. Old Fash¬ 
ioned — but unique cocktails 
made with interesting herbs, 
bitters, syrups and rate Liquors 
only found in Edmonton also 
mark the select menu, 


"It’s like craft beers, wine 
and coffee — there’s so much 
to learn about cocktails and the 
lost traditions that go along," 
Watson said, pointing to Bar 
Clementine's vast selection of 
sherries and their Parisian ab¬ 
sinthe service, made with ice.

An autopsy has confirmed that 
a man and woman slain in their 
bdmonton home last week died 
from multiple stab wounds. 

Police released the Edmon¬ 
ton Medical Examiner's autopsy 
results Wednesday, after Joao 
Nascimento.

Police have charged Edward

breach of recognizance and two 
counts of break and enter. 

A scan of conrt records for 
Roberts reveals a pages-long list 
of offences dating back to 2005. 

His most recent court appear¬ 
ance was July 25 for a charge of 
assault with a weapon, and he 
is due back in court Nov, 9 on

Kellie Leitch's Conservative 
leadership campaign is trying 
to goad rivals and caucus col¬ 
leagues into reacting to her 
proposal that the federal gov¬ 
ernment screen potential im¬ 
migrants and refugees for anti- 
Canadian values. 

The Ontario MP says her idea 
to vet newcomers for where 
thev stand on issues such as 
religious tolerance and equality 
of opportunity would apply to 
visitors too, with her campaign 
saying she was referring to high- 
profile individuals such as the 
controversial American blogger 
k nown as Koosh V. 

The Conservatives urged the

“1 don’t think it's intolerant 
to believe in a set of values that 
we expect everyone to share 


here and include those people

Women’s Issues Minister 
Tracy Mac Charles says the 
training programs will be de¬ 
signed and delivered by or¬ 
ganizations in the hospitality 
sector as well as by experts in 
violence prevention. 

She says restaurant and 
bar managers, operators and 
owners will also receive the 
training, which will teach them 
and their staff how to inteivene 
in such situations in a safe way. 

MacCharles says the major¬ 
ity of the 45Q.006 servers and 
waiters in Ontario are young 
women, and not all of them 
know exactly what sexual vio¬ 
lence and harassment look like. 

New regulations that take ef¬ 



fect Thursday require employ¬ 
ers to ha% r e a policy that makes 
it dear who would investigate 
if an alleged harasser is the 
owner or supervisor, and they 
must provide written results of 
any investigation. 

Labour Minister Kevin blynn 
says the range of possible re¬ 
sponses to sexual harassment 
is huge, and the training pro 
grams will “empower" people 
to know how to deal with each 
situation.

The camera woman who was 
Filmed kicking and trying to 
trip migrants near Hungary's 
border with Serbia in Septem¬ 
ber 2015 has been indicted 
for breaching the peace, 
Hungarian prosecutors said 
Wednesday, 

Petra Laszlo, who later 
apologized for her actions 
while also trying to justify 
them, was fired by the right- 
wing NlTV after footage of 
her actions went viral on so¬ 
cial media. 

Laszlo said at the time that 
she panicked as refugees and 
migrants broke through po- 
lic e lines near her position 
and she felt under attack. &he 
kicked a boy and a girl and 
later tried lo trip a man carry¬ 
ing a boy. 

Laszlo later told Russian 
newspaper Izvestia that her 
life was "mined" by the inci¬ 
dents that took place Sept. 8, 
2015, and she was considering 
moving to Russia. 

Gabor Laszlo, the camera- 
woman's husband, said in an 
email that on Ehe advice of 
their lawyer, they would have 
no comment until the court's 
verdict. The trial will be held 
in the southern city of Szeged. 


Zsolt Kopasz, the chief pros¬ 
ecutor of Csongrad County, 
said in a statement that after 
a thorough investigation, it 
was determined that there 
was no “reasonable chance 1 ’ 
for Laszlo’s actions “to cause 
injury.” 

“No data emerged which 
would have indicated that the 
conducts of the accused were 
motivated by ethnic considera¬ 


tions or by the migrant status 
of the victims,“ Kopasz said. 

The man Laszlo tried to trip, 
and who fell while trying to 
pull away from police at the 
border, was later identified 
as Osama Abdul M oh sen. a 
soccer coach from Syria.

Politician 
resigns 
after visit 
by Trump 

One of President Enrique Pena 
Nieto’s closest advisers and 
confidants, Finance Secretary 
Luis Videgaray, has resigned 
in a move seen as linked to 
the unpopular decision to in¬ 
vite Republican presidential 
candidate Donald Trump to 
visit Mexico. 

Pena Nieto has taken re¬ 
sponsibility for inviting 
Trump, but a former govern¬ 
ment official familiar with 
the workings of the adminis¬ 
tration said Videgaray would 
have played a preponderant 
role in the decision. News- 
pEiper columnists in Mexico 
have reported Videgaray was 
behind East week's visit, after 
which Pena Nieto was criti¬ 
cized for not being forceful 
enough in rejecting Trump’s 
proposals and comments 
about Mexico. 

Videgaray “was the archi¬ 
tect" of Trump’s visit, because 
he was the adviser that Pena 
Nieto had “the most reliance 
on, and was closest to,” said 
columnist and political ana¬ 
lyst Raymundo Riva Palacio. 

Videgaray acted as Pena 
Nieto’s campaign manager 
during his 2012 election cam¬ 
paign and lias been seen as the 
architect of many administra¬ 
tion policies. He led Mexico's 
Treasury Department and is 
sometimes referred to as treas¬ 
ury secretary or minister, but 
because he oversaw budgets 
and fiscal policies, his role 
was closer to that of a finance

By virtue of a coin flip, Clinton 
took the stage first and quickly 
found herself responding at 
length to questions Eibout her 
years in government. She reiter¬ 
ated that she had made mistakes 
in relying on a personal email 
account and private server Ets 


secretary of state and in voting 
foT the 2003 invasion of Iraq 
as a senator. But she defended 
her support for U.S. military 
intervention to help oust a dkta- 
tor in Libya, despite the chaotic 
aftermath. 


Trump did little to counter the 
criticism that he kicks detailed 
policy proposals, particularly re¬ 
garding Daesh. He both insisted 
he has a private blueprint for 
defeating the extremist group 
and that he would demand a 


plEin from military leaders within 
30 days of taking office. 

Asked to square his request 
for military options with his 
harsh criticism of the current 
crop of generals * Trump said 
simply: u They’11 probably be dif¬ 


ferent generals." 

As a businessman with no 
substantial national securi ty ex¬ 
perience, Trump was also vague 
about how he is preparing for 
the enormous array of complex 
issues thill would land on his 
desk as commander in chief. He 
cited his team of military advis¬ 
ers. but also said he has “el com¬ 
mon sense" that will help him 
make decisions on foreign policy. 

Trump also renewed his praise 
of Russian President Vladimir 
linin for haring “great control 
over his country." Tmmp's warm 
words about Putin have troubled 
some of his fellow Republicans 
who see the Russian leader as 
a threat to American allies in 
Burope.

The big four TV service providers 
are defending how th^ r rolled 
out new, trimmeddnwn TV pack¬ 
ages earlier this year, denying in 
hearings Wednesday that they 
were being “paternalistic” with 
customers by placing restrictions 
on the cheapest of their offerings. 

The chairman of the Gimsdiiin 
Radio-television and telecom¬ 
munications Commission opened 
two days of hearings studying 
the new basic cable and satel¬ 
lite packages, saying consum¬ 
ers question their overall value. 

“We received a number of 
comments from satisfied Can¬ 
adians."’ said CKIC diainnunjffiin 
Pierre Blais. "Other Canadians are 
dissatisfied and shared dreir con¬ 
cerns and frustrations about the 
way some providers are offering 
the affordable basic package.” 

The “skinny basic” TV pack¬ 
ages were mandated March 1, 
along with multi-channel bun¬ 
dles. Blais said a common con¬ 
sumer complaint was that provid¬ 
ers made it complicated to switch 
services, noting that Rogers Inc., 
required customers to visit a Rog¬ 
ers store to finalize selections. 

Prior to introducing its £24.95 
“starter” package in March, Bell 
Canada sales staff in Atlantic 
Canada were directed not to pro¬ 
mote the lower-tier service, BOTs 
Robert Malcolmson confirmed. 

Hundreds of complaints were 
received by the GRIG centred on 
requirements imposed by some 
providers to buy other services — 
such as Internet — as a bundle.

Growing up in the kite 1960s. 
in Toronto one commonly ran 
into otherwise well-meaning 
people who claimed that 
francophone parents who 
sought to have their children 
schooled in French were deter¬ 
mined to keep their families 
out of the Canadkm main¬ 
stream. 

bcole second dire htienne- 
Emle — Toronto's first French- 
language public high school 
— opened in September 1970, 
about a month before the 
kidnappings by the Front de 
liberation du Quebec (HQ) of 
a provincial cabinet minister, 
who later died in captivity, and 
a British diplomat. 

At the time the school was 
the target of enough anonym¬ 
ous threats to warrant extra 
police protection. Indeed, days 
before it opened, a neighbour 
told me bluntly that the wood¬ 
en barracks that were the tem¬ 
porary home of my new high 
school would be burned down 
before year s end. 

Had a government at the 
time of the War Measures Act 
set up a snitch line to report 
on so-called barbarian cultural 
practices or their 1970 equiva¬ 
lent. the Trench-speaking com¬ 
munities that lived outside 
Quebec would have been con¬ 
sidered by many as the ground 
zero for the fostering of anti- 
Canadian values. 

Those were the days when 
an Fngiish-rigbts manifesto 
famously titled Bilingual To¬ 
day, Trench Tomorrow became 
a bestseller in some circles.

was home to S sol Id contin¬ 
gent of followers who thought 
a Quebec led federal govern¬ 
ment was out to use official hi 
linguali-sm to wipe the Fug]ish 
language and the eoun tty’s 
British heritage and values off 
the Canadian map. 

The masterminds behind 


the residential school system 
that destroyed the social fab¬ 
ric of so many of Canada's 
indigenous communities were 
even more imbued with no¬ 
tions of superiority as to their 
values. 

Given the long and mostly 
dishonourable history of the 
quest for a "unified’’ Canadian 
identity, it i s hand to fathom 
what federal Conservative 
party leadership candidate 
Kellie Ijeitrh Is thinking when 
she uses such a pursuit to 
justify screening would-be 
immigrants for so-called anti- 
Canadian values. 

A charitable explanation 
would be that she skipped her 
history classes on the way to 
her medical degree. But what 
about more recent bistoiy in¬ 


cluding that of her own party? 

Among the values leitch be 
lieves Canada should require 
support for from future im¬ 
migrants, gender equality has 
pride of place. Fair enough. 

But many religions do not 
treat men and women equally. 
The flatholicChurch throne 


does not. ft denies women 
access to the priesthood. It 
frowns on contraception, has 
long been at the forefront 
of the fight against abortion 
rights and opposes same-sex 
marriage. On that basis, would 
leitch subject the values of 
prospective (iatho I ic i m mi 
grants to special scrutiny? 

Moving on to gay rights and 
discrimination based on sexual 
orientation, in the ’90s, the 
Reform Party fought tooth and 
nail against added protection 
from hate crimes for Canada’s 
gay community. For the rec¬ 
ord, more than a few Liberal 
backbenchers in Jean Clire- 
tiert’s caucus also opposed the 
change, Most said they were 
doing so on religious grounds. 

Until last spring it was still 


Conservative patty policy to 
insist that marriage should 
be reserved for heterosexual 
couples. Some of Leitch’s Con¬ 
servative colleagues are cur¬ 
rently musing about running 
for the leadership to campaign 
for the restoration the patty’s 
anti-same-sex marriage stance. 
This rearguard battle comes 
more than a decade after the 
courts found equal access to 
marriage for same-sex couples 
to Ljc a fundamental right. 

To this day, many of the 
supporters Leitch might hope 
to attract with her proposal to 
vet immigrants for purported 
anti-Canadian values would be 
hard-pressed to agree on what 
those could be, 

A word in closing: It is ex¬ 
cessively rare, if not unprec ed¬ 
ented, for an interim party 
leader to censure die propos¬ 
als of a leadership candidate. 
Interim leaders for the most 
pari stay above the fray. 

Over the weekend, Con¬ 
servative interim leader Hona 
Ambrose made an exception 
for Leitch's values musings. 

Most of Leitch's leadership 
rivals have also come down 
against her proposal. 

They are right in their as¬ 
sessment that a leadership 
conversation along those lines 
would be divisive for die party 
in the short term and counter¬ 
productive for die Conserva¬ 
tives In the longer one, 

In a country as diverse as 
this one there is a limited mar¬ 
ket for the notion that immi¬ 
gration poses a bigger threat 
to the ever-evolving inclusive 
values of Canadians than some 
of the negative forces at play 
within some of its main 
parties.

The Canadian govern merit’s 
recent announcement that it 
will no longer call Daesh the 
Islamic State has been cele¬ 
brated as a bold stand against 
Jslamophobia, and a notable 
departure from Stephen 
Harper's fear-mongering 
about “Lslaimdsm.” 

“The group is neither 
islamic nor a state, and so 
will be referred teas Uaesh 
I its Arabic acronym)," Pub¬ 
lic Safety Minister Ralph 
Goodale explained in this 
year's edition of the Pub¬ 
lic Report on the Terrorist 
Threat to Canada — the first 
produced under the new Lib¬ 
eral government, 

.Names are important, and 
the misrepresentation of 
Islam as an inherently vio¬ 
lent ideology is more deeply 
entrenched every time the 
name Islamic State is applied 
to- an organization infamous 
for its atrocities. But anti- 
Muslim racism did not begin 
with the phrase Islamic State, 
and it will not end with the 
decision to use Diiesh in¬ 
stead . 

The ubiquitous references 
to the Islamic State are so 
pernicious only because of 
broader narratives per¬ 
sistently conflating Islam 
and terrorism. Otherwise, 
there would be little need 
for Goodale to clarify that a 
group comprising approxi¬ 
mately U.U0U06 per cent Of 
the world's Muslim popula¬ 
tion, and condemned by large 
groups of leading Muslim 
scholars, cannot reasonably 
be described as "Islamic" 

These broader narratives 
problematically equating 


"terrorism" with “violence 
committed by Muslims" are 
reinforced by the govern¬ 
ment’s 2016 assessment of 
the "terrorist threatwhich 
focuses entirely on perils 
posed by individuals and 
organizations ostensibly in¬ 
spired by Islam. 

Previous Public Safely 
Canada publications, issued 
during the Harper regime, at 
least acknowledged the exist¬ 
ence of "threats” emanating 
from non-Muslim quarters. 

This latest Liberal-era itera¬ 
tion, in contrast, fixates ex¬ 
clusively on Muslim "violent 
extremism" as the problem, 
The report does not justify 
the parochialism ufils scope; 
the Muslim monopoly on ter¬ 
rorism is meant to be so ob¬ 
vious that it can be taken as 
common sense truth. 

However, surely some justi¬ 
fication is necessary, since a 
recent academic study found 
there are at least 100 right- 
wing extremist groups active 
in Canada — inexplicably 
excluded from the panurama 
of "terrorist threats" con¬ 
fronting the nation. 

The tactic of using super¬ 
ficial changes in terminology 
to mask deeper continuities 
in counterterrorism policy 
is not a uniquely Canadian 
phenomenon, Similar verbal 
manoeuvres have been em¬ 
ployed by politicians in other 
Western liberal democracies 
embroiled in the "war on 
terror." 

In Canada, the Trudeau 
government’s seemingly 
sweet nectar of progress may 
turn out to be the same old 
bitter wine in new linguistic 
bottles.

When Anosh Irani was a young 
boy, up until about the age of 
eight, his family lived in a tom- 
pound about 100 metres away 
from Bombay's red-light 
district, where the sex 
workers would line tip 
in the evenings. Even its | 
a child, walking by the 
area with his mother or 
riding past on a bus, Irani 
recalls being haunted and 
fascinated by what he wit¬ 
nessed. 

That district is also home 
to many hijra. a group that 
uniquely identifies as a third 
gender, neither man nor woman. 
Objectified, reviled and yet want¬ 
ed for their blessings, it is a cul¬ 
ture that operates on a guru- 
disciple relationship, where its 
members are welcomed into the 
community through a unique set 
of ti trials and practices, includ¬ 
ing castration. 

Irani knew he wanted to write 
a novel with a hijra protagonist, 
but it took a decade before the 
Vancouver-based playwright and 
author felt ready to write The 
Farce 1. about a young boy, Mad-

hit, who feels born 
into the wrong 
body, and spends 
a lifetime trying 
to find love and 
acceptance. 

The story fol¬ 
lows Madhiu 
from his early years, when 
he is taken away from his family 
by ei gurumai, ELnd subsequently 
becomes one of the most desired 
hijra. We meet Madhu again Later 
In life, when, as a beggar, she is 
tasked to prepare a "parcel”: a 
young girl who htis been sold 
Into prostitution. 

“1 don’t think I would have 
ever written this book if! hitdnf t 
been bom just outside the dis¬ 
trict,” Irani says. “I wouldn't tuive 
had the courage. 1 wouldn't have 
had the confidence. I'm writ¬ 
ing both as an insider and an 


outsider," 

Irani, who navels htick to Bom¬ 
bay for several months every 
year, would spend hours walking 
through the city. Et was only after 
he finished a couple drafts of Jhe 
Parrel did he actually In ter,new 
a hijra, to ensure his novel was 
factually correct 

“There are different ways of 
coming to the truth and fiction 
is one of the best, most com¬ 
plex ways to get an incredible 
amount of depth.” he says. “‘Hie 
good thing about be ing in a city 
like Bombay is that you can be 
invisible very fast. You go there, 
you walk, you overhear things 
but you observe. Research for 
me is observation of the actual 
physicality of the place.” 

One of Irani's observations was 
that despite the often horrific 
conditions, there was humour 


to be found, which he deliber¬ 
ately wove throughout the story. 

it comes from the street level, 
and just listening bo how people 
speak, you get the sense that it’s 
very alive." he says. "Often times 
humour comes from pain, hut it 
is very much part of that world. 
Also if J’m writing something 
that's so realistic and reEilly bleak, 
you need humour to allow the 
reader to continue.” 

Although the Western world 
is finally coming to terms with 
trains rights and the fluidity" of 
gender. Irani’s motives for writ¬ 
ing the book were not political, 
“I feel very privileged to be 
able to do this because there 
were moments when I was there 
— once you see something you 
can't not see it. Once you know 
something, you can’t erase it 
from your memory,” he says.

“I was really mad and upset." 
he said, noting the incident "out- 
ed" him as loans and exposed 
him to harassment and bullying. 

A year later, he couldn't put 
up with it anymore. He filed 
a discrimination case against 
Hockey Canada, foe Ontario Min¬ 
or Hockey Association and the 
Oshawa Church Hotkey League. 

A settlement was reached 
the fallowing year requiring 
Hockey Canada to amend its 
dressing-room policies. All play¬ 
ers are also entitled to privacy 
and confidentiality about their 
liuns status. 

Advocates hope the settle¬ 
ment will set a precedent for 
other sports leagues across the 
province. 

“Thins people are routinely 
and wrongly denied access to 
a locker-room or bathroom of 
their choice," said GHRC’s chief 
commissioner Kenu Mandhane. 
“That has to stop.”
